NEW INCIDENT 


BRINGS STRAIN 


IN RELATIONS 


THREE JAPS SIEZED 
BY AMERICAN 
SOLDIERS 


Shanghai, Aug. 13. (PP) — The 
chief of the Japanese arm y politi­ 
cal service in shanghai insisted to­ 
night that three Japanese seized 
as trouble-m akers in a clash with 
United Statee marines were w ith­ 
out military status. 
However, two of the men ad­ 
mitted they were army personnel. 
Col. Hitoshi H am ada said the 
men were 
“ merely 
army 
em­ 
ployes’’ but he added there would 
be an investigation and possible 
punishm ent for them. 
The men were taken into cus­ 
tody today in the American 
de­ 
f e n s e sector of the international 
settlem ent 
after 
an 
encounter. 
which occurred during widespread 
disorders, involving also British 
and Italian sentries, on the first 
anniversary of Chinese-Japanese 
hostilities in Shanghai. 
Linked with their arrest was 
the whole jurisdictional tangle of 
this highly internationalized met­ 
ropolis. 
One To Hospital 
One of the three Japanese, in­ 
jured in the brush with the m ar­ 
ine patrol, w’as taken to a hospital 
from which he escaped to 
the 
Japanese-occupied area north of 
Soochow Creek. 
The other two, 
taken before 
Japanese consular police and set­ 
tlem ent 
authorities, 
admitted 
they were Japanese army person­ 
nel. Thereupon settlem ent autho r­ 
i t i e s refused to exercise jurisdic- 
t on and it was understood 
the 
Japanese consular police likewise 
i t fused to handle the case. 
As the day drew to a close with 
scattered 
outbreaks, 
settlem ent 
authorities and various 
defense 
lori es became more certain that 
' actions w ere part of a 
c h r e t lilly planned program. 
The purpose, 
it was believed, 
as to defeat a reported Japanese 
c insular proposal that Japanese 
military forces 
withdraw 
from 
portions of the settlem ent north 
of Soochow Creek Sept I. 
At 
least 
three Chinese were 
killed and 17 injured In bombings 
anil other disorders yesterday and 
today. 
It was said that Japanese m ili­ 
tary officials desired to continue 
their occupation and might find 
in the new incidents an 
excusa 
that conditions were not stable 
enough to warrant Japanese with­ 
drawal.

Hitler Holds Spark Over 
Powder Keg In Europe 


Continent Holds Breath 
As Fuehrer Looks At 
Czechoslovakia

New York, Aug 13. (ZP)— Adolf 
Hitler doesn’t smoke, but Europe 
holds her breath while he lights 
matches over powder barrels. 
T h a t’s 
what 
is 
happening 
abroad now. Cold sweat is on the 
brows of most statesmen because 
they fear Germany may swallow 
her little neighbor Czechoslovakia 
as she did Austria, March 13, ex­ 
actly five months ago. Their im­ 
mediate fear is 
that 
something 
may happen w hile Germany holds 
her regular army maneuvers 
be­ 
ginning Monday. 
This isn’t a “ war scare.” 
It is a real fear of war. 
It is a fear that fills the souls f 
of statesmen. 
Yet 
they 
haven’t 
any evidence. 
They don’t know' 
there will be war and when they 
talk cooly and privately they ad­ 
mit there are more reasons for 
peace than for war. 
The 
trouble 
is chiefly about 
Czechoslovakia, but 
there 
are 
complications. 
Wants All Control 
Hitler wants control of all Ger­ 
mans. 
He got Austria with 7,- 
600.000 of them. There remains a 
3.500.000 Germanic minority in 
the western end of sausage-shap­ 
ed Czechoslovakia which 
Is 
im­ 
bedded in greater Germany. En­ 
couraged by Germany, the Ger­ 
manic element, 
more than one- 
fifth the population, demands au­ 
tonomy. 
Czechoslovakia sees the hand­ 
writing on the wall. 
She is resigned to making con­ 
cessions, but determined to fight 
Germany rather than surrender 
real control of that part of the 
rich, m ountainous, easily defend­ 
ed country guarded by one of the 
best little armies in the world and 
equipped by the 
famous

munition plants.

Foreign Diplomats Are 
Treading Softly to 
Avert Conflict

London, Aug. 13 (>., 
Germany’s 
preparation for nationwide military 
maneuvers have put other Euro­ 
pean powers on an unusually V in ­ 
land lookout to prevent anything 
which might lead to a swift Nazi 
stroke against Czechoslovakia. 
Reassuring reports, h o w e v e r, 
reached European capitals from en­ 
voys in and around Germany. More­ 
over, Germany, in a Berlin press 
release today, sought to allay sus­ 
picion over the miltiary exercises 
which are expected to reach their 
peak between Sept. 9 and 14. 
The press release, made available 
to all German newspapers by DNB, 
German official news agency, ac 
cused “interested foreign circles” 
of attempting “to stir up uneasi­ 
ness in the European general pub­ 
lic.” 
Nevertheless, the high 
govern­ 
ment and military officials of other 
nations kept their staffs in a state 
of preparedness. 
Fear New “ Incident” 
Their chief fear was that some 
incident might topple the delicately 
balanced peace structure of Europe. 
Closely linked with the fear was 
the fact that Germany’s whole eco­ 
nomic life as well as military was 
on a wartime basis. 
The British wrar office warned all 
Britons holding military rank that 
they must get special certificates 
in order to avoid “trouble” if and 
when they travel In Germany. This 
resulted from a recent Germany 
order to guard the secrets of her 
fortified zones. 
All quarters recognized that Eur- 
ope faced a crucial period in the 
next few weeks of summer with 
peace possibly hinging upon Vis­ 
count Runciman’s efforts to work 
out a solution of the Czechoslovak- 
German minority quarrel.

Healy said L aporte was seized 
last March 6 with Michael

sina, by East Chicago, Ind., police 
and was questioned about tavern 
holdups and, later, about fur rob­ 
beries, but both were released. 
L aporte was described by Healy 
as a form er member of a gang 
powerful here in prohibition days. 
His death followed by a few days 
the killings of Jam es G. Dungan, 
business agent for the

and Decorators Union, and 
Sam 
“ Frog Legs” Picciotto. Both were 
slain 
in 
gang-like 
style. 
They 
were num bers six and seven on 
the current list of victims. Five 
other men have been assassinated 
during the past seven weeks.

SHERIFF ENTERS 
STATE PRISON 


Carroll Gets Life Term 
for Killing Doctor 
In Maine

A prison cell’s barred door clanged 
shut today

the door to Almaden closed with 
new defenses in the mountains.

around the nearby little town of 
“Ox Head.” 
There Insurgent General Quiepo 
de Llano’s forces met General Joe 
Miaja’s central armies for the first 
time of the war. Cabeza del Buey 
and ita ancient plastered houses, 
ruined by insurgent artillery in 
the past two days, now were the 
target 
of 
government artillery­ 
men. 
Government reinforcements ar­ 
rived too late to save 
the 
town, 
but they established new positions 
dominating the Castuera-Almaden 
railway line just west of Cabeza. 
Hold Advantage 
Insurgents held the advantage, 
however, for they took not only 
Cabeza but the strategic 
m oun­ 
tains dominating it to the north. 
Government troops 
threatened 
the 
insurgent 
southern 
flank 
along the railway near La Nava. 
Another insurgent column pound­ 
ed up the Guadlana river valley 
threatening the important 
town 
of Publa de Alcocer, the center of 
a web of rural 
roads 
some 
of 
which lead to Almaden. 
Despite insurgent progress 
in 
the south, Generalissimo Francis­ 
co Franco's northern troops ap­ 
peared unable to recover ground 
taken by the last two government 
offensives In the hook of the Eb­ 
ro river and between the cities of 
Lerida and Balaguer. 
Ridge Captured 
A series of heavy attacks along 
the Ebro, supported by bombing 
and fighting planes and heavy ar­ 
tillery. captured a strategic ridge 
just north of Gandesa last night, 
but by dawn the government had 
recaptured It. 
Figures released by the insur­ 
gents stated large 
quantities 
of 
foreign arms, including much of 
American manufacture, had been 
captured 
from 
the 
government 
since the war began. 
American- 
made machine-guns 
were 
placed 
at the head of the list. 
A total of 630 American-made 
machine-guns were said to have 
been taken, with 
577 
Russian- 
made guns ranking second. 
The insurgents listed capture of 
the following American-made war 
supplies: 17 tanks, 33 field guns, 
3,430 rifles and 11,7OO shells.

Davidson States Party’s 
Chances Are Being 
Endangered 


(Br Th* AiHCUttl Prats) 
P lM i of Jamas E. Davidson of 
B$y City, Republican national com­ 
mitteeman, for termination of what 
be termed a “personal fight” in the 
G. 0. P. gubernatorial primary cam­ 
paign were received with varying 
sentiments Saturday by Harry S. 
Toy and former Governor Frank D. 
Fitzgerald, two of the party’s three 
candidates. 
Davidson, in a radio address Fri­ 
day night, declared the Republican 
party's chances for victory in the 
November general election were be­ 
ing endangered by a personal bat­ 
tle. 
He particularly 
assailed 
at­ 
tacks against “a former Republican 
administration" and a suggestion 
for "expulsion of certain members 
of the party." 
In recent addresses, Toy had de­ 
clared that "Frank McKay and his 
followers must be read out of the 
Republican party." 
He also has 
charged that a tendency to increase 
state payrolls first developed when 
Fitzgerald took office on January I. 
1935, and has said that McKay was 
the moving force behind the Fitz­ 
gerald regime. 
"I have only the highest personal 
regard for Mr. Davidson but I am 
disgusted with the tactics of Mr. 
McKay and the methods of his ma­ 
chine, and I intend to do everything 
within my power to end their con­ 
trol of party affairs and their spoils 
politics in government,” Toy said 
in Detroit today. 
Meanwhile at Grand Rapids Mc­ 
Kay, former state 
treasurer, 
ex­ 
pressed surprise over the affair. 
"Am I the McKay they are talk­ 
ing about?” he asked. 
"They can’t 
mean me, can they? I haven’t had 
anything to do with politics. 
I’m 
too busy with the furniture busi­ 
ness." 
McKay added that he "couldn’t 
understand Harry Toy talking that 
way" and that they had always 
been on "friendly terms.” 
Fltgzerald Issues Statement 
Fitzgerald issued a formal state­ 
ment on the Davison speech. 
It 
follow s: 
"All Republicans and all those 
opposed to the policies of the pres­ 
ent state and national administra­ 
tions will agree with Mr. Davidson 
that united effort is vital. 
"While Mr. Davidson’s motives 
cannot be questioned, in this in­ 
stance, I believe he may be unduly 
alarmed. A few partisans may have 
been paying some attention to de­ 
structive talk, but I don’t think the 
people at large are the least in­ 
terested. 
"My whole campaign has been 
centered, on the issue of good gov­ 
ernment. 
I have not mentioned or 
talked about any other Republican 
^candidate, nor do I intend to do so. 
I have stated repeatedly that vic­ 
tory for the party and its principles 
is far more important than success 
for any individual.” 
Toy 
spoke 
today 
at 
Harbor 
Beach, birthplace of Governor Mur­ 
phy, assailing the present admin­ 
istration for calling a special ses­ 
sion of the legislature "to impose 
new tax burdens." 
Roscoe Conkling Fitch of Luding­ 
ton, the third G. O. P. candidate, 
carried his campaign to Lansing, 
criticizing 
Governor 
Murphy 
for 
having accepted a fee from Michi­ 
gan State college for delivering the 
commencement address there last 
June. 
The governor has since said 
that he intended to contribute the 
money to the college student loan 
fund.

ever on carrying his

crusading in Democratic senator­ 
ial primaries all the way, regard­ 
less of any consequent discord in 
the party. 
For the few days of his White 
House stay, the hub of the 1938 
political wheel shifted 
back 
to 
W ashington. 
It goes w’ith 
the 
President to his hot-weather base 
of operations at Hyde Park when 
he moves on. 
The President left no room for 
speculations as to his mood when 
he lashed out in Georgia against 
renomination of Senator 
George 
and backed federal district a ttor­ 
ney Lawrence Camp of Atlanta for 
the senatorial post. 
That was his 
first direct and aggressive effort 
to oust from the senate a Demo­ 
crat 
classified, 
by 
Roosevelt 
standards, as non-liberal. 
It put 
other Democratic senators 
run ­ 
ning for renomination on notice 
of what to expect. 
Other problems, both 
foreign 
and domestic, crow-ded on Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt when he ended his 
vacation cruise; but it 
was 
to 
widening rather than closing the 
rift in party ranks and to his func­ 
tions as Democratic leader that 
he gave first attention when 
he 
stepped ashore. 
A sum m ing up of all Democrat­ 
ic congressional primary results 
to date, particularly of senatorial 
nomination contests, 
affords 
a 
possible 
clue to Mr. Roosevelt’s 
decision to 
strike 
out 
against 
George in Georgia or others on 
New Deal black books. 
The nom­ 
inating campaign is 
half 
over. 
The score at that 
point 
seems 
strongly in Roosevelt favor, 
by 
and large. 
Nominations for eighteen of the 
35 seats in the senate to be filled 
this year have been made. 
The 
bulk of the successful Democrats 
campaigned as supporters of Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt and 
his 
broad 
policies. 
Only in Iowa, in Mis­ 
souri, in Indiana and 
in 
Idaho 
have candidates standing on "in­ 
dependence” planks and presum­ 
ably rated at the W hite House as 
"yes-but” followers been picked 
by party machinery. 
Against that Mr. Roosevelt can 
write dowrn, first and most impor­ 
tant of all because majority lead­ 
ership in the senate next session 
was Involved, Senator 
Barkley’s 
victory in Kentucky. To Barkley’s 
name he can add those of Thomas 
in Oklahoma, Mrs. 
Caraw-ay 
in 
Arkansas and Bulkley in Ohio, on 
the ground that 
their 
victories 
were due to some extent to his 
direct action and to his 
recent 
plea that voters help him liberal­ 
ize the party. 
The victories of Hill in 
Ala­ 
bama, Pepper in Florida, Reynolds 
in North Carolina, Earle in Penn­ 
sylvania and McGill 
in 
Kansas 
were less directly attributable to 
overt moves by President 
Roose­ 
velt, although they were adminis­ 
tration-endorsed in some fashion 
or campaign as Roosevelt men. 
That leaves out of the roll-call 
such Democratic newcomers 
as 
Berry in South Dakota, Mahoney 
in Oregon, Nygaard in North Da­ 
kota and Stew art in Tennessee al­ 
though presumption places them 
in the New Deal band wagon.

The survey report gave its own 
graphic definition of the size and 
complexities of the problem.

also offered New Deal enthusiasts 
in the south new campaigning m a­ 
terial in Democratic primary con­ 
tests ahead. 
Election year politics spread Its 
shadow over almost every other 
Washington activity, official 
or 
unofficial, for the week. 
A new 
corn crop estimate by the depart­ 
ment of agriculture permitted an ­ 
nouncem ent that no resort to corn 
quotas would be necessary to dis­ 
turb corn belt voters. 
Wheat crop 
forecasts pointed toward an in­ 
crease in wheat loans. 
On the warring organized 
la­ 
bor front, the CIO claimed credit 
for Governor Davey’s 
defeat 
in 
Ohio and for Senator 
Barkley’s 
renomination in Kentucky. 
This 
CIO statem ent was the sharpest 
political word from John L. Lewis 
since defeat of CIO’s 
candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for 
governor in Pennsylvania. 
Senator LaFollette brought his 
lone-handed and laborious inves­ 
tigation 
of 
the 
"Little 
Steel” 
strike, of which Davey’s defeat in 
Ohio was an echo, to a more d ra­ 
matic moment than it had before 
reached. 
Tom Girdler, belligerent 
chairm an of the 
Republic 
Steel 
corporation, appeared before La- 
Follette’s Civil Liberties commit­ 
tee, to answer piled 
up 
charges 
against his company by a counter­ 
charge of that the committee was 
biased.

A net operating deficit of $3,- 
4 63,680 for the first six months 
of 1938— an increase of 2,455,852 
over the 
corresponding 
period 
last year— is revealed in a report 
of the Chicago & North W estern 
railroad compiled by C. H. W est­ 
brook, comptroller for the road. 
In a letter accompanying the re­ 
port, G. Z. Flanders, superinten­ 
dent of the road, 
stresses 
that 
"the whole-hearted support is re­ 
quested of every supervisory of­ 
ficer in placing before the 
em ­ 
ployes and others the critical sit­ 
uation resulting from our opera­ 
tions under existing conditions. 
Copies of the report have been 
sent to agents at Ishpeming, Ne­ 
gaunee, 
Escanaba. 
Menominee, 
Crystal Falls, Iron River and Iron 
Mountain, in the upper peninsula, 
with the request that 
the 
em­ 
ployes, particularly, be advised of 
the situation. 
Paid $8,823,742 in Taxes 
The road’s operating revenues 
for the period exceeded 3 6 
mil­ 
lions, a decrease of more than six 
millions from the first 
half 
of 
193 7. 
Operating expenses topped 
8 4 millions, a decrease of more 
than five millions from the 1937 
period. 
Total taxes 
paid 
were 
$3,854,029, an increase of 
$ I,- 
323,742 from the first half 
of 
last year. 
Comptroller W estbrook’s analy­ 
sis of the report to the Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission 
stresses 
that in spite of increased freight 
rates the operating revenues 
of 
the road decreased more than six 
millions in the first half of this 
year, necessitating a reduction in 
operating expenses of over 
five 
million dollars. 
Westbrook wrote: 
"Employes 
are particularly interested in so­ 
cial security and railroad retire­ 
ment taxes. 
The am ount paid by 
the railway for the first six months 
of the year to federal and state 
governments $1,330,869) is more 
than double the amount contribut­ 
ed by employes 
for 
the 
same 
taxes. 
Fortunately, 
all 
other 
taxes show a IO per cent decrease, 
compared with last year, but the 
amount of two and a half million 
dollars, representing the railroad’s 
contribution toward the cost 
of 
government, is a 
heavy 
charge 
against the company's 
revenues 
and against the amounts available 
to pay employes’ wages. 
Decrease In Revenue 
"Summing up the situation, the 
principal loss of the North W est­ 
ern for this six 
months 
period, 
compared with a 
corresponding 
period of 193 7, is a decrease 
of 
$6,071,142 in gross operating rev­ 
enue and a deficit for the same 


period of $3,duo,OOO in net rail­ 
way operating income. 
"The employes’ position may be 
summed up as follows: 
“Decrease in average number of 
employes, 5,400. 
"Wages lost by above employes, 
$4,228,000. 
"Increased rates to those work­ 
ing. $1,597,000. 
"Net payroll decrease, $2,631,-

From each dollar of revenue 
received in the period the 24,100 
employes received 62.4 cents, the 
148 general officers 1.5 cents, and 
25.5 cents went for fuel, m ater­ 
ials and supplies, 10.6 cents for 
taxes. 
"Because of the critical situa­ 
tion described, there were fewer 
employes working on the C. & N. 
W in June and July, 1938, than

Such efforts undoubtedly have been a p ­ 
plied to the problems of th e cutover areas, 
by various sorts of men.

Now a more or less official body is m a k ­ 
ing plans. 
It presumably has no

motives or profit incentive to motivate It.

It would seem that the prosperity

! on baying goods abroad— cotton, oil, iron, 
I munitions, and so on. 
She can no longer 
pay for these goods with her own exports. 
The gold supply with which she can pay Is 
fast vanishing. 
Which means, obviously, that J a p a n ’s 
fate rests on the outcome of a 
race 
tween her armies and lier gold supply. If 
the armies can win a complete and final 
victory before bankruptcy arrives, 
well 
and good; if they cannot, Ja p an faces ut­ 
ter ruin. 
All of this, of course, is J a p a n 's -worry, 
not ours — except that it emphasizes an 
im portant little fact which wre sometimes 
forget. 
Despite all of th e thim ble-rigging and 
phenagling which most great governments 
have indulged in, in the field of economics, 
it does seem to be true th a t th e re a re 
a 
few fundamental economic law's that in 
the long run have got to he obeyed.

of them all would seem to be, simply, that

In 
a dictatorship the voters have no say. 
It 
is true that they go through the formality 
of elections, but they are made to u n d er­ 
stand and very forcefully how they are ex­ 
pected to vote.

(JP)— Amer­ 
ica’s No. I Racket-Buster, District 
Attorney Thomas E. Dewey, prim­ 
ed his guns tonight for an assault 
on crime’s biggest slugh fund —

Dutch Schultz. 
On Monday, in supreme court, 
Dewey will open fire in what is

who handled policy cases in court. 
Both Hines and Welntraub have 
denied Dewey’s charges. 
Hines’ fellow Tammanyite, for­ 
mer District Attorney Dodge, has 
been accused by Dewey of having 
been "intimidated, influenced or 
bribed" by Hines— but no specific 
criminal charge has yet been lev­ 
elled against him.

John B. Strange, commissioner 
of agriculture, complimented the 
management of the Upper Penin­ 
sula State Fair for the excellence 
of the tenth annual exposition In 
a talk given in front of the grand­ 
stand yesterday afternoon. 
His comments In part were as 
follows: 
"Each time I 
come 
into 
the 
Upper Peninsula, I am more im­ 
pressed with the importance of its 
agriculture and the opportunities 
It affords for good farmers, es­ 
pecially adapted as It is in certain 
areas to live stock, dairying and 
potato growing. 
"Each fair I attend impresses 
me further with the importance 
of these events to agriculture. 
"The splendid exhibits at your 
fair demonstrate 
what 
may 
be 
accomplished in the U. P. and will 
serve as an incentive to many to 
Improve their flocks and herds. 
"I am especially pleased with 
the 4-H exhibits and the interest 
shown by the boys and girls. It Is 
necessary, if agriculture Is to con­ 
tinue a leading Industry, to en­ 
courage farm boys 
and 
girls to 
remain on the farm. Farm prob­ 
lems are becoming more complex, 
and It will require wise manage­ 
ment in future years. 
"No community 
can 
have 
a 
constructive 
animal 
husbandry 
program without a place to meet 
and compare animals. 
"Considering the importance of 
agricultural fairs as educational 
institutions, It Is extremely un­ 
fortunate that the laws governing 
these should be so vague and in­ 
definite. 
"It should not be necessary as 
was the case this year, and last, 
to beg funds that the state might 
meet its share of the premiums. 
If the state is to continue its con­ 
tributions, we feel it should have 
authority to insist on capable bus­ 
iness management. 
Since 
1929 
many fairs have gone out of exist­ 
ence because they provided a bet­ 
ter show than the community was 
willing to pay for. 
"The fair situation, with two 
other important matters, that is, 
milk control 
and 
advertising of 
certain farm products, 
is 
being 
carefully studied with the thought 
of sponsoring legislation covering 
these activities. 
"Since the success of the feder­ 
al-state grading 
and 
inspection 
service, established last fall, wide 
interest has been manifest by pro­ 
ducers 
of 
certain 
agricultural 
commodities 
in 
an 
advertising 
program. This seems necessary if 
Michigan growers are 
to 
retain 
their home markets and meet the 
competition of other states in out- 
state markets. 
We 
invite com­ 
ments on these matters and all 
suggestions will be carefully con­ 
sidered. 
"I thank the board of managers 
for 
their 
splendid 
cooperation 
with the department of agricul­ 
ture in our efforts to be of assist­ 
ance this year. 
"Because of the illness of your 
secretary. Mr. Pryal, the depart­ 
ment. at the request of your board 
of managers, has been glad to per­ 
mit Mr. Baker, department secre­ 
tary, to spend some weeks in as­ 
sisting with the fair. Mr. Baker 
represented you before the special 
commission on appropriations of 
the legislature in securing funds 
making possible your cooperation 
with the WPA in improving your 
grounds and buildings. 
"The U. P. State Fair is not 
only one of the important agri­ 
cultural institutions of the state

by the

"Organized, as It is. It is im­ 
portant that it stand on its own 
feet, its obligations are its own, 
and not of the state. 
"For its 
successful 
operation 
the state department of agricul­ 
ture offers its continued co-opera­ 
tion and help in every possible 
way. 
"I have often pointed out the 
natural advantages of Michigan as 
a dairy state. It lies in the dairy 
belt of the Union, between Wis­ 
consin and New York, the two 
great dairy states. It grows more 
alfalfa than any other state east 
of the Mississippi river and is ex­ 
ceeded by only 
one 
state. 
The 
health of our cattle is the best. 
We have been a modified area for 
TB since 1930 and a program of 
Bang s testing by state and feder­ 
al authorities is rapidly going for­ 
ward. One-third of our farm in­ 
come comes from dairy products. 
An analysis of the industry re­ 
veals the fact that in the United 
States, one-third of the dairy cows 
are kept at a loss, one-third break 
even, and only one-third show a 
profit. This Is a problem squarely 
up to the producers. With the ser­ 
vices available of 
the 
extension 
force of our Michigan State col­ 
lege, any farmer can weed out un­ 
profitable cows. 
"The 
average 
production

Small Bathroom 


Adapted to Old Houses

Dining Space 


Varies As to Use 


Now that people, In laying out 
their homes, are thinking of all 
the modern conveniences and the 
elimination of all waste space, it 
is wise to think of the dining space.

It should have proper ven­ 
tilation. 
It should be spared cook­ 
ing odors and kitchen noises, if 
possible. 
Nowadays there always seem to 
be hasty meals required—the chil­

The latter grows out of a 
modern tendency to conserve floor 
space in the house. The separation 
of the dining space from the living 
room may be 
accomplished 
by 
draperies, screens or clever furni­ 
ture arrangements. 
If such a dining-living room is 
built, it is almost Imperative that 
there be a 
convenient 
breakfast 
nook In the kitchen. 
If you have a garden or terrace 
which invites outdoor 
dining, 
a 
handy access from 
the 
kitchen 
should be provided to the lawn and 
garden. 
Don’t decide your plan until you 
have determined upon how form­ 
ally or informally you will live.

Kitchen Sinks 


The Sink Is the Axis of 
The Kitchen 


W hat Is required in a kitchen 
sink and how should It 
be 
de­ 
signed? 
What 
should It incor­ 
porate In order to be efficient and 
convenient, save time and labor 
for the housewife? 
The 
height of the sink must 
be comfortable, must save bend­ 
ing of the back and shoulders of 
one who works there. She must 
be able to stand flush against it 
w ithout bending. 
The 
faucets 
should be handy, set. back out of 
the way while 
washing 
dishes, 
vegetables, etc. There should be 
a spray for rinsing dishes, wash­ 
ing vegetables and cleaning the 
sink tray. 
There should be no 
surfaces or crevices 
that 
will 
hold water or soil. 
All surfaces 
should drain properly. 
There 
also 
should be a flat, 
safe, dry surface on which to set 
easily broken dishes. The drain- 
board should be wide and long 
providing plenty of working sur­ 
faces but not tilted or grooved so 
that dishes or glass-ware tip or 
roll. It should be depressed deep­ 
ly from the rim and dry ledge. 
It 
goes 
without saying that 
the drain board must be integral 
with the basin, and the basin or 
sink proper should be both deep 
and wide with a drain set off-cen­ 
ter for unobstructed working area 
at the basin bottom. 
There 
also 
should be an ar­ 
rangem ent for stopping the drain 
so that the basin itself may be 
used for dish washing and a pro­ 
vision made for 
straining 
out 
crumbs, etc. 
The single spout on the faucet 
which 
swings, 
delivering 
tem­ 
pered water, is desirable. 
This 
is 
advisable because It 
can be pushed entirely out of the 
way when not In use. 
Experience seems to show that 
the sink should be of genuine 
porcelain enamel on 
rigid 
cast 
iron. It should be acid-resisting, 
smooth, 
bright, glaze for easy 
maintenance and for appearance. 
Today 
the 
new cabinet sinks 
with a cabinet below 
the 
sink 


meet a demand for liberal stor­ 
age space for utensils and equip­ 
ment used at this Important work­ 
ing 
center. 
The whole cabinet 
should be of 
smooth, 
regular 
glistening enamel surface. 


SERV ICE PIPES 
The size of the service pipe is 
governed by the number and size 
of faucets, length 
of 
pipe 
and 
pressure of water. It may vary 
from ^4 " to I Vs”. There should 
be a main shut-off valve inside 
the cellar wall to control the en­ 
tire water supply. 
There should 
also he a shut-off valve at the 
base of each vertical riser and at 
each fixture.

“STREAMLINED" 


Emphasis I n Curricula 
Put On Practical 
Subjects 


BY G. MILTON KELLY 
Lansing, Aug. 13 (ZP)— A 
mil­ 
lion public school children 
will 
return to their classes in Septem­ 
ber, 
with 
an 
experiment 
in 
"stream lined" education awaiting 
them. 
Dr. Eugene B. Elliott, state su­ 
perintendent of 
public 
instruc­ 
tion, said the change would oper­ 
ate so smoothly it would scarcely 
be noticeable to the pupils them ­ 
selves, although all would bene­ 
fit. 
Emphasis will be placed on the 
useful in school curricula, the b u 
perintendent said. 
In a handpick­ 
ed group of schools, algebra will 
give place to some different form 
of mathematics that appears more 
desirable for the individual pupil. 
W here there seems little reason 
to believe that the student 
will 
find use in his later life for 
a 
foreign language, he will be en­ 
couraged to study something that 
will be of use. 
"O ur big problem is to teach 
the youngster of school years to 
think well, and to equip him to 
think along lines that will be most 
useful in his after-school years," 
Dr. Elliott explained. 
Teaching Standards Improved 
He compared the schools of to­ 
day with the schools of not 
so 
many years ago, when the three 
r ’s were emphasized, and said he 
felt that distinct 
advances 
had 
been 
made. 
The 
outstanding 
achievement, he said, was an im­ 
provement in teaching standards. 
"At one time in Michigan, any­ 
one with a high school education 
could qualify as a school teach­ 
er,” he said, "two years of college 
training made the 
teacher 
out­ 
standing. 
Today the 
standards 
are rigorous, and growing more 
so each year. 
We have learned 
that teaching requires a special 
type of mind, and highly special­ 
ized training." 
Hygiene to Be Taught 
Co-operating in the campaign 
to abolish venereal diseases, the 
department sought to complete for 
the start of the 'all term of school 
a model text book In sex hygiene. 
, "Because of its nature, the task 
of writing such a text Is difficult," 
Dr. Elliott said. 
“ When 
It 
is 
ready It will teach its lesson In 
a dignified manner that could notj 
offend the most fastidious 
per­ 
sons." 
Instructors Conservative 
Dr. Elliott said occasional ru­ 
mors crop out that teachers 
in 
the schools have communistic or 
fascist tendencies. 
“ Michigan par­ 
ents need have no fear," he said. 
"The average school teacher is 
a conservative, who can not be 
fooled by any kind of ’Ism.’ They 
will teach nothing they can not 
believe them selves, and the local 
achoo! boards would know how to 
deal with a n y ‘teacher who was an 
exception." 
Dr. Elliott said pupils would be 
taught among other things, 
the 
mechanics of a bank account, how 
to decide for themselves— rather 
than to accept the word of a sales­ 
men — when it is economically 
feasible to replace the family au­ 
tomobile; how to choose a trade 
or profession, and conduct that 
would win promotions.

lying. 
The lure, 
thus, 
rarely 
comes w ithin reach of the fish; 
indeed he may never get a glim pse 
of the lure, therefore, how can 
he be expected to ta k e it? 
B ut 
w here the boat is

aw ay from the weeds, and casts 
are accurately m ade 
at 
closely 
spaced intervals along the length 
of the shore so th a t all likely wTa- 
te r is covered, th ere you are likely 
to take a fish unaw ares, and the 
chances of a catch are m ultiplied 
m any fold. 
Any fisherm an who has 
long 
been in th e gam e know s it to be 
a rock-bottom fact th a t 
alm ost 
every cagey fish th a t sw im s w a­ 
ter th a t is ultim ately hooked is 
ta k en u n aw ares; th a t is, w hen a 
lure w ith o u t w arning drops 
in 
close proxim ity of his honorable 
face, it will be seized on the s u r­ 
prise of th e m om ent. 
In consid­ 
eration of this fact, m uch-fished 
w aters are best fished by casting 
th an by trolling. 
T he m uskellunge, 
unlike 
the 
great n o rth ern pike and the ea st­ 
ern pickerel, is in th e habit 
of 
keeping him self in one restricted 
bay, nook or cove along the shore 
of a lake. 
Thus, if you raise a 
fish of this species in such a place 
and fail to take him, it is alm ost

he will not be far away. 
Types of B aits to Use 
F o r m uskellunge

TRADE POLICY 
AID TO PEACE 


Dr. Lockwood Advocates 
Scientific Tariff 
Regulation 


Ann Arbor, Aug. IO— The United 
States* program of reciprocal trade 
agreements is an important contri­ 
bution to the cause of world peace 
and also to the relief of the Ameri­ 
can agricultural problem, Dr. Wil­ 
liam W. Lockwood, economist of 
the Institute of Pacific Relations 
said in a recent lecture at the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan. 
Dr. Lockwood 
is participating in the University of 
Michigan’s second Institute of Far 
Eastern Studies this summer. 
A revival of world trade is an 
essential stop towards the easing 
of the international political and 
economic tensions which threaten 
to bring about a general war, Dr. 
Lockwood stated. 
But such a re­ 
vival, he said, hinges to a great 
degree upon the extent to which 
the vast American markets and re­ 
sources are opened to the world. 
Moreover, he went on, it will be 
extremely difficult to 
solve 
the 
American problem of surplus farm 
products without widened foreign 
markets. 
To gain such markets. 
he said, the United States must 
lower tariff barriers so as to allow 
foreign goods to come in as pay­ 
ment for increased agricultural ex­ 
ports. 
This should be done with a 
minimum of dislocation of Ameri­ 
can industries, he added. 
The 
isolationist 
objection 
that 
foreign entanglements and national 
Insecurity will result from greater 
participation in international trade 
may be answered, Dr. Lockwood 
continued, by reference to the fact 
‘hat the United States is already 
?ngaged in foreign trade with an 
annual value in excess of $3,000,- 
900.000. 
There is no indication of 
willingness to sacrifice 
this, 
he 
said, and a substantial increase in 
)he volume of trade could not fur­ 
ther involve the United States. The 
method of scientific tariff regula­ 
tion employed in reciprocal trade 
agreements, Dr. Lockwood believes, 
Is the best possible tinder the cir­ 
cumstances, and especially because 
it ensures a two-way expansion of 
trade.
